wrath of nature, the youngest sur- 
vivors of the Asian tsunami are faced 
with a new peril: child trafficking. In 
recent weeks, there have been numer- 
ous reports of international traffick- 
ing and illegal adoption rings looking 
to exploit the thousands of trauma- 
tized children separated from family 
members. 

While accurate numbers remain 
hard to come by, the United Nations 
estimates 15 million children were 
affected when killer waves swamped 
13 Asian nations and wiped out 
220,000 people on Dec. 26. According 
to official estimates, as many as 
50,000 children have lost one or both 
parents. 

The first official case of trafficking 
last week involved a 4-year old boy 
from Banda Aceh in Indonesia. Aid 
workers became suspicious of the 
couple accompanying the child w hen 
he arrived at a hospital in Medan—a 
well-known departure point for 
smugglers taking children out of 
Indonesia. The couple first told med- 
ical professionals they were the boy’s 
parents, but subsequently claimed to 
be his neighbours. In this case, 
authorities soon stepped in to take 
custody of the boy. Since then 
Indonesian aid agencies have report 


ed 10 attempted cases of child traf- 





ficking 

There are alarming signs that other 
children may not be as lucky. A 
UNICEF worker in Malaysia, for 
example, receiv ed an e-mail offering 
300 orphans up for adoption. It 
issured the recipient that all paper 
work would be “taken care of 
Indonesian authorities also confirmed 
reports that dozens of young children 
re ferried out of Sumatra by 
unknown adults in early January— 
before the government slapped a ban 
on the removal of children under the 
age of 16 from the country. 

The child-trafficking threat is not 
limited to Indonesia, nor is it just pro- 
fessional smugglers who are kidnap- 
ping and selling these children. 

We are getting reports of people 
trying to sell children, or claim chil- 
dren that are not their own,” said 
Geoffrey Keele, communications offi- 
cer for UNICEF in Sri Lanka. “At this 
point, it appears to be more oppor- 
tunistic than a widespread organized 
criminal activity campaign but, 
absolutely, it is something we are 
watching very, very closely.”

International child traffickers seize post-tsunami opportunities

Arming sex-trade workers 


Edmonton-initiated project aims to protect women across Canada 


SEX-TRADE WORKER CAROL-LYNNE 
Strachan asked the City of Edmonton 
for assistance in developing an Internet 
program aimed at educating sex-trade 
workers about health and workplace 
safety. They told her help would be 
expensive... say $80,000. 

Strachan scoffed at the proposed 
cost. 

The idea for the Internet outreach 
project came to Strachan when she 
learned from Capital Health that criti- 
cal information was failing to reach sex 
workers. When Capital Health 
informed a bylaw officer about a 
severe gonorthea outbreak in 
Edmonton, for instance, the notice 
never reached the streets 

News of a citywide sexual epidemic 
isn’t the only thing to go missing, Since 
1930, approximately 82 Edmonton 
women who led high-risk lifestyles 
have disappeared or been killed. In 
fact, female prostitutes are 60 to 120 
times more likely to be murdered than 
the general public. Strachan hopes that

most sex industry workers go unli 
censed to avoid the red tape and the 
steep fee. However, they run the risk of 
getting set up in a sting operation. If 
caught, they face a fine of $2500. 

“That's a huge hit to the income. 
That's ten to fifteen acts of prostitution 
a girl has to do in order to pay back the 
city—which increases a girl's risk to 
accept desperate and dangerous jobs 
making them more vulnerable to this 
psycho-killer who's running around,” 
says Strachan.

In 2004, over 2 million Canadians 
held sex-related occupations on street 
comers and in massage parlors, escort 
agencies, brothels, strip clubs, hotels, 
and private homes.

Another purpose of the communi- 
cations outreach project is to dispel 
misconceptions the general public 
entertains about prostitution. 

Strachan explains, “People don’t 
realize prostitution is legal in Canada 
Whatis illegal in Canada is street-level 
prostitution. Girls who work street 
level prostitution are stuck out there 
because of having a prostitute-related 
charge. If a woman has a prostitute- 
related charge on her record and she 
goes to the city police to ask fora clear- 
ance to work as a prostitute inside a 
building [private home, massage par- 
lour, escort service], the police won't 
give it to her.

Canadian authors on the road enjoy down-to-earth pleasures 
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WHILE SITTING ON A FOLDING CHAIR 
in Greenwoods Bookshoppe, drinking 
no-name apple juice from a plastic 
cup, you come to realize one thing 
book readings are actually pretty fun 

Not only do you get to be read to 
(which you haven't been since you 
were eight years old), but you get to 
see writers in an everyday place. The 
world of high art they’re thought to 
inhabit is dissolved. Instead they talk 
of such banalities as getting an oil 
change. 

At least, that’s what Edmonton 
author Margaret Macpherson was 
talking about five minutes to show 
time. She and three writerly colleagues 
were participating in Take a Joy Read, 
Canada, a national program designed 
to promote Canadian literature. 

The Literary Press Group of 
Canada felt it time to showcase some 
of what the country had to offer, so 
they’re staging a year-long campaign 
to increase book-buyers’ awareness of 
the selection of works put out by inde- 
pendent Canadian publishers. 
Granted, this event was fairly poorly 
attended, but out of it arose something 
altogether unexpected. 

Macpherson, the author of Perilous 
Departures, offered up her newly lubed 
vehicle for a ride down to Calgary, 
where three of the four authors would 
be reading the following night. Her 
road-trip companions would be

While this pre-reading conversation 
was none of our business, the scant 
audience of this tiny space couldn't 
help but speculate on what sort of con- 
versation the three authors, who had 
never met, would have on the road 
down.

the writing community together, is a 
first attempt at consolidating the little 
money available to give presence to 
the whole. 

Even among the Edmonton faction 
were some amazing works 
Macpherson’s Perilous Departures is a 
vivid, touching book of unequivocally 
human short stories. Kent 
McDonald's West Wind, North Chatter 
presents a glimpse into the more cere- 
bral side of GP.’s nig-pig mentality. 
And Preston’s Cherry Bites is the latest 
work in her gritty Winnipeg-based 
mystery senes 

Preston says the experience of meet- 
ing with the other authors was very 
meaningful. “We had many comfy 
laughs on the way down,” she said. “1 
found | didn’t want to leave them, 
even fora little while.” 

Illusions aside, that’s the Canadian- 
writer experience: going on tour, stay- 
ing in crummy hotels or on a friend’s 
hide-a-bed, being chauffeured, as in 
this case, ina 1992 Volvo station 
wagon. But it’s also about finding sub- 
stance in the banalities of life. 

So, next time the Joy Read rolls into 
town (ie. Mar. 8, featuring Montreal's 
George Szanto, author of Second Sight), 
swallow your generic apple juice 
while giving the reading your ear. 
You'll find you have quite a lot in 
common with your local storyteller.

“NEW YORK WAS A CULTURE SHOCK 
for me, because I was, like, walking 
in Greenwich Village, and I would 
see a man with a leash, like you 
would put on a dog, on another man 
and draggin’ him along. I never seen 
that before in my life—it freaked the 
‘ell out of me,” recalls Mikey Dread 
with bubbly bemusement over the 
phone from a tour stop in California.

Born in 1948 in Port Antonio, 
Jamaica, Dread, aka Michael 
Campbell, showed a proclivity for 
technology and music—a blend t}a) 
later defined his signature sound 
at an early age.

so, Dread soon became enamoura 
of the slowed-down, nationalisti 
rasta stylings of reggae. Around t}y 
age of 12, he began running wit! 
mobile soundsystems, honing an es; 
for all genres—soul, R&B, funk 
his crew catered to any given hir 
tastes. Perhaps the most importa: 
development for him career-wi 
during this period, though, came (; 
pass after he became a student at 
Pitchfietd High School. 

“{ started the first [all] Jamaican 
radio station ever,” he claims. “| 
worked with my master [teacher| 
He knows I was very into physic 
and broadcasting, so we worked 
with the physics department and 
built a transmitter and got a license 
So, for a five-mile radius we had 
Radio Pitchfield; we could play 
music and read the weather and 
things like that, you know? It was 
just small-time—I didn’t know that 
one day I would be doing this fora 
career.” 

But that’s exactly what happene 
With the goal of becoming a trans 
mitter engineer, he went to work 
with the Jamaican Broadcasting 
Corporation (JBC) in 1976. Whilc 
working as a tech in the two-person 
on-air booth, though, Dread’s life 
took on a decidedly different path, 

“When | realized what was being 

played on theradio—t had to spend 
six months in the console room just 
to study the signals—I didn’t like 
way Jamaican radio was being {or- 
matted... I still don’t. Most of the 
people who program the radio cate 
to foreigners more than the local 
people. When they play a foreign 
record the royalties go right back to 
foreign; Jamaica is suffering from al 
economical problem. So why not 
make the BMI/ASCAP royalties 
stay in Jamaica?” he asks, referring 
to two predominant performance 
rights organizations that collect on 
behalf of artists, equivalent to 
Canada’s SOCAN. “When | listen 
what they’re playing, it’s like I'm™ 
in Jamaica... it could be Miami or 
Toronto, it could be anywhere... bul 
it does not identify with the target 
audience. How can you build the 
culture and the morale of a society 
when the people do something thi 
is internationally accepted and yo" 
own culture tries to beat them

So we 
moved New York, and then a whole 
bunch of producers came on board, 
so I just produced five or six tracks 
and put my voice on them.” 

Once again, although relatively 
brief, his culture-clash collaboration 
with the band—a hitherto unheard- 
of mash of dub, reggae, rap, and 
rock—caused reverberations still felt 
in popular music today. He may 
have not have been appreciative of 
hip hop then, but today he proudly 
rattles of names like Eric B & Rakim, 
Public Enemy, and Mobb Depp, as 
well as Wynton Marsalis and,the 
Orb, as a few examples of those who 
“sampled Mikey Dread.” 

“{It] started a new generation of 
rock groups, foreign groups, [who] 
said, ‘Well okay, that’s how they do 
it—I'm going to try my own style.” 


COMPLETE CONTROL 
Dread admits that his music 
“hasn't changed that much” over 

the years. His current modus 
operandi seems to be twofold: con- 
stant touring and spreading the 
word of traditional roots reggae; 
and securing his legacy, most 
notably in getting back the rights to 
his back catalog. This includes a tri- 
umvirate of discs released during 
his incredibly prolific period 
between 1979-80—Dread at the 
Controls, African Anthem Dubwise, 
and World War I/I—that most reggae 
completists would regard as essen- 
tial listening. 

“1 went back to school because I 
was robbed by the record compa- 
nies,” Dread charges. “I sued those 
record companies and banned them 
from putting out any more of my 
records. They did a good thing for 
me, because I had had to step back 
and go to school and learn about 
copyright law, about management, 
about what is my intellectual prop- 
erty. So I understand the industry 
now. Now my label, Dread at the 
Controls, is releasing my catalog, a

After a half decade of under

Even as the sisters criticize their 
success, they look for answers as to 
how they achieved it in the first 
place.

In this duo’s 
case, a series of fortunate events 
have paved the way for their recent 
success 

ft feelslike a culmination of a 
bunch of things that are helping 
right now—between radio.and 
more mayor press, word of mouth; 
Internet support and then a show 
like Conan,” says Tegan. “It feels 
like a lot of great things are happen- 
ing for sure.” 

The most obvious factor con- 
tributing to their rise to stardom is 
the fact that their latest album, So 
Jealous, is a polished, full-sounding 
record. They take their sound toa 
new plateau, without forgetting 
their acoustic roots or coming off as 
over-produced or unoriginal. It’s no 
wonder Rolling Stone named the 
disc one of 2004’s Top 50. 

It doesn’t hurt that So Jealous is 
also the duo’s most ambitious 
album to date. By adding a more 
electric sound and inviting Matt 
Sharp (formerly of Weezer) to help 
out, the disc takes a unique shape 
that deviates from their previous 
releases, reaching a wider audi- 
ence with radio-friendly tracks 
that don’t lose their folk-punk 
style. 

Aside from a killer album, 
Tegan and Sara have been getting 
exceptional representation from 
Vapor Records. A recent distribu- 
tion deal between Vapor and 
Sanctuary Records has them seen 
in higher profile, which also 
means more press and more time 
on the road. A three-week tour in 
Canada is being followed immedi- 
ately by three more weeks in the 
UK. Then after a whopping three 
days off, they hit the US for eight 
weeks with only a four-day break. 

“We will probably hate each 
other and hate ourselves and want 
to kill everybody that we meet in 
that time,” says Tegan, “but it will 


be worth it.”

~“Baroque music was just appearing 
in Canada in the 1970s—the concept of 
baroque instruments and baroque 
ensembles,” Taurins recalls, on the 
phone from Toronto. “I'd been hooked 
on baroque music from an early a 
the real epiphany was hearing Teler: 
concertos on period instruments; it 
immediately made sense for what the 
music intended. | became interested in 
the period's sound qualities—tts lan- 
guage. Music of any period has its own 
language, It’s important for anyone who 
wants to enjoy the music to rediscover 
and to know it.” 

His enjoyment of and:concem for 
proper sonic language evolved into a 
lifetime of scholarship and experiences. 
“You have to explore the conditions for 
each composer,” says Taurins. “For 
Bach, itis Intended to be performed by 
a smail number of players, but in 
England the orchestras were much 
ger. What period performance i 
matter of style. We would laugh if we 
tried.to play: Brahms in a baroque 
sound, but for many years baroque 
wore the clothing of 19th century cou 
ture. But now you will even hear 
Brahms performed differently than 
Tchaikovsky. By the day-to-day 
drudgery of the repertoire they had to 
go through, we got the easy road of 
one-size-fits-all for a lot of years with 
orchestras, 

“But the interest is ever growing, 
Taurins continues. “Especially with pro- 
fessional orchestral musicians. For the 
longest time, they would play every- 
thing in one style and would leave it to 
Specialists. But there seems to be this 
enjoyment of style, now.” 

But in the 1970s, when Tafelmusik 
formed and Taurins joined as violist (he 
is now conductor of the ensemble’ 
choir,) it certainly wasn't de rigeur. 
Which suited orchestra members just 
fine. “It was a very exciting time. We 
were the pioneers over here,” states 
Taurins. “It has been very amazing to 
see the development over the 25 yea's 
that I've been in Tafelmusik—trom the 
pie-in-the-sky dream to the artistic _ 
organization that it is now. In the beat 
ning, itwas through a passion and the — 
sharing of ideas that everything hap- 
pened.

Winnipeg home, pauses in mid-sentence 
He chooses his words slowly and careful- 
ly, as if not to let any pertinent details slip 
away from his train of thought in a mias 
mic fog. Adams, lead singer of the dance- 
hall reggae troupe J.F.K. and the 
Conspirators, has no other choice than to 
go through our interview at this glacial 
pace—the codeine from a bottle of cough 
medication that he consumed has ren- 
dered him a few degrees shy of 
comatose. 

But the same renewed sense of buoy- 
ancy and passion for music that inspired 
the release of J.F.K.'s first album in six 
years, 2004’s Mash Up the Dance, helps 
Adams fight the effects of the codeine.

WORLDS APART |S THE LATEST FROM AUSTIN'S 
Trail of Dead, and it more or less stays 
true to the band’s developing sound: 
driving, powerful guitars, distorted 
washy drums, and unpolished (to be 
kind) vocals pushed to the absolute top 
of their range. But the band makes 
some serious attempts to diversify on 
this outing, with varying degrees of 
SUCCESS. 

The record has a serious dramatic 
bent: songs feature choirs, wailing 
women (on more than one occasion) 
birdsong, entire symphonic arrange 
ments and unusual instrumentation, as 
well as a healthy dose of piano 
throughout. Worlds Apart seems to be 
steeped in a sort of regal pomp all of 
which betrays a desire for legitimacy 
and enduring credibility. Unfortunately 
these attempts make for some truly 
awkward moments—like at the end of 
“The Best,” when a shrieking woman 
pleads “Don't Go!”—repeatedly. It's 
enough to make you grimace in embar- 
rassment for the band. On the other 
hand, these dramatics also call to mind 
tangible shades of Ziggy, as well as 
finer '70s conceptual album rock. In 
other moments, well, a glut of Dark 
Side of the Moor-inspired female back- 
up vocals are not usually something to 
aspire to. But, hey, to each his/her own 

Lyrically, there are also questionable 
moments, most notably in “Worlds 
Apart,” which chastises celebrity 
(“What do you think now of your 
American Dream?” delivered in a nasal 
So-Cal accent usually reserved for the 
Fat Wreck set), and | guess us for 
indulging it. This proves to be a fairly 
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empty exercise in self-congratulatory 
lyrical masturbation, but no one ever 
claimed these guys were modern day 
Joyces 

Worlds Apart features as many suc- 
cesses as failures, and the spectacular 
aspect of the more wretched missteps 
at least make for a compelling listen, 
the first couple times around anyway 
The fact that the album demands atten- 
tion and repeated listens is a testament 
to its stronger songs. Sure, a lot of the 
melodies and chord progressions 
sound overly familiar, but we're looking 
at 50+ years of guitar-based rock. Ease 
up, lay off.

repertoire in complete sympathy with 
the leader's lyrical-yet- tough revision of 
his own musical history. “My Funny 
Valentine” opens the set, and mere 
prettiness steadily gives way to Miles’ 
stark, stabbing assertions on trumpet 
as a wide, loping swing slowly builds 
around him. Coleman's smooth melodi- 
cism nicely sets off the leader's dark 
edginess all through the show, while 
the rhythm section proves tirelessly 
open and adaptable. “All of You,” 

“Stella By Starlight” and “I Thought 
About You” undergo similar reinven- 
tions, but it's the Davis original “Al 
Blues” (from Kind of Blue) that is the 
biggest surprise, the theme taken at a 
dead run that recalls the gospel frenzy 
of a Mingus floor-stomper before set- 
tling into a lilting swing.

Thursday for a pair of rehearsals before 
hitting the stage at the Yardbird with a 
handful of Edmonton's best, she'll bring 
over five decades of experience with 
her. 

Born in Lafayette, Louisiana, Fran 
began her career as a piano player and 
singer, making her way to Bourbon 
Street in New Orleans. She began 
recording in the late ‘50s with a stint at 
the Excello label, singing back up for 
many of that company’s great perform- 
ers and releasing records of her own 
She's played the Apollo in New York, 
festivals across North America and 
Europe, and clubs big and small, from 
Mobile to Monterey. She's had many 
near brushes with success in the music 
business but never really received her 
due. Like many black artists of the ‘50s. 
she signed away the publishing rights to 
her songs, not reali zing until much later

moved to Houston, where they became 
a fixture on the blues scene. The pair 
landed a deal with Black Top Records 
and released their debut, Sou! 
Sensation, in 1992 to rave reviews. The 
mixture of soul, up-tempo jump, swing, 
and jazz-tinged guitar introduced the 
duo to whole new audience. 

Then fate stepped in again. The then 
62-year-old Hollimon passed away in 
Houston in May 2000. Fran eventually 
packed up their house and moved back 
to Lafayette. She got back into the stu- 
dio in 2002 and released a disc of clas- 
sic soul and blues covers titled Fran- 
Tastic. 

A tasty listen, the disc shows a singer 
still at her peak, and that’s one of the 
things that has local keyboard ace 
Graham Guest hyped about this show: 
“| first saw Fran in Houston a couple of 
years ago,” the Edmonton based pianist 





and bandleader says, “and | just loved 
her... she’s an awesome singer, the real 
deal. For me, she just captures the won- 
derful unleashed Gulf Coast sound that 
incorporates rollicking blues, swampy 
soul, and even an uptown vibe at 
times.”

Clint’ s awkward Baby 


Sentimental, yes, but Eastwood finds ways to charm in gym hymn

CLINT EASTWOOD MUST BE ONE OF 
the most elusory characters in 
Hollywood. Here is a man who 
began his career as a contract player 
for Warner Brothers in the ‘50s, 
whose face came to signify the hard, 
ever-cool male through films like The 
Good, the Bad and the Ugly and The 
Enforcer, and yet if he hadn’t seen his 
acting career take off, he would have 
chosen to become a pianist. 

In many respects Million Dollar 
Baby is representative of this duplici- 
tous nature. The film is really difficult 
to pin down, which, given the state of 
affairs in Hollywood these days, is 
somewhat admirable. However, 
Million Dollar Baby suffers from 
moments of overwrought sentimen- 
tality and pacing that feels so deliber- 
ately shifted it is tough to watch 


RING WORM 

Frankie Dunn (Eastwood) is a 
manger /trainer who has spent the 
better part of his life in the boxing 
ring. Frankie’s days have been char- 
acterized by pushing his protégés to 
the brink of success and then pulling 
back for fear of having them be 
embarrassed, or not able to protect 
themselves. This cautious strategy 
allows Frankie to remain in a cocoon, 
unaffected by the encumbrances of 
getting close to other people. 

After Frankie loses one of his best 
fighters to another manager, who 
later goes on to claima title, he 
begins to doubt his abilities. 
Exacerbating the situation, he fre- 
quently receives letters marked 
“returned to sender” by his 
estranged daughter. 

Frankie is chatting with colleague 
Scrap (Morgan Freeman) in the office 
of the gym when he spies a woman 
on the floor training, and engages her 
in conversation. Maggie (Hillary 
Swank) is a waitress who wants to

While Douglas was very well known 
as a tremendously brave actor who 
never shied away from playing unsym- 
pathetic characters in his films, Charles 
explains that his take on these less- 
than-pristine folks was “always strong 
and that Douglas was “always his own 
man.” 

A case in point: Douglas’ turn as the 
laughing head gangster in his break out 
movie—the 1947 Out of the Past—was 
“all Kirk Douglas” and the first of myri- 
ad gangster and cowboy roles he'd 
admirably bring to life in a career span- 
ning 80 movies. 

Yet, despite the divergence in roles, 
both men—born two years apart—had 
strikingly similar career arcs including 
cinematic debuts in the late '30s and 
early ‘40s, culminating with major star- 
dom in the ‘50s and ‘60s, says Charles 

Both actors even played boxers in 
the early days of their careers: Holden 
in 1939's Golden Boy opposite Barbara 
Stanwyck, and Douglas’ 1949 
Champion (the latter featured in the 
series on March 7th). 

Given the output of the two actors 
(Holden performed in over 70 films), 
choosing eight films for the series was 
governed by as varied as availability (all 
films screened at the EFS are DVD 
films, meaning that movies like 
Douglas’ 1951 Detective Story are 
unavailable because they have yet to 
migrate over to that medium) or the 
fact that a film has already been 
screened in another EFS series in the 
last five years (i.e., Holden's Sunset 
Boulevard or his Oscar-award winning 
Stalag 17). Movies featured in the

Born Yesterday (made in 1950 
showing at the EFS on April 4) was a 
“minor role” for Holden, but was the 
movie debut for Judy Holliday, a per- 
former who almost didn't get cast for 
the role but won that year’s leading 
actress Oscar. “That was the year Bette 
Davis (A// about Eve) should have won 
something some of us are still not 
over.” 

Besides showing seminal Hollywood 
films, the society, says Charles, is a 
cinematic icon all in its own right 
Founded in 1936, he says the EFS is 
Edmonton’s “oldest still-active arts 
organization” and one of the few film 
societies left in the country.

It's an excel- 
lent question, and the couple bring you 
around to their way of thinking, if you 
weren't there already, with a kind of 
soothing intimacy. 

The film’s low-key approach has 
practical limits, however. Some will find 
the starry-eyed closeness to nature and 
the whiff of new-age spirituality off- 
putting. Others will be underwhelmed 
by the post-trip denoument: “Here's us 
arriving at the US Capitol to inform law- 
makers... and here's us leaving.” You 
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hanker for a touch of Moorian con- 
frontation—or for the excision of those 
pointless scenes. 

The space could easily be filled with 
context. What would be the specific 
impact? Where would drilling happen 
and over what area? Who's planning to 
do it? Caribou lovers are certainly ready 
to speak up, especially after getting the 
view from the ground, which is fine, if 
you're content to convince the con- 
vinced...

French asked herself, “What is truly 
erotic?” Her artistic response is g(lis- 
tening) which opens this Friday in 
the incredibly intimate Azimuth 
Theatre space. That's fitting, since 
intimacy ended up being the answer 
to her question. 

“Jenna, who's an out-of-step-with- 
society sort of person, keeps an erot- 
ic journal to express her most inti- 
mate ” says French. “She 
loses it, and it ends up being found 
by Edward, who writes back to her. 
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into a world of consequence-free sex. 
The piece becomes about negotiating 
that because it becomes very tricky. 
What is really happening is that ina 
relationship you have to constantly 
negotiate, when the person is there 
in front of you, you get signs and 
signals. You don’t get that if you're 
not together. So it’s about ‘How do 
we do this?” 

“Once you write something to 
yourself and send it out there, it’s 
permanent, and if you make a mis- 
step, it’s a big thing. In the end the 
eroticism is really intimacy and 
[g(listening)] becomes a love story.” 

French, whose collective is known 
for the dossier, incoheRANT, and 
pause, says her initial conception of 
the piece was as a sound-based 
work—hence the title. “’Glistening’ 
is such a sexy word. It's changed a 
bit, but still adheres to that initial 
question. It is tough, creating this 
way. It’s a collective script, so you 
don’t really know what the show 
will become, but you have to plan — 


Sondheim, and a book by Arthur 
Laurents, the musical dives into the 
mean world of the New York streets. 
It’s a world populated by the disen- 
franchised—the immigrant Puerto 
Rican community, the “American” 
boys, themselves the products of 
immigrant homes, and their girls.

While the nationalities have 
changed, and the jive talk is differ- 
ent, gangs are still a source of refuge 
for those kids who feel they have 
nowhere else to go, and the problem 
continues to swell.

In assembling g(listening), French 
solicited erotica—poems, mono- 
logues, musings—from members of 
the artistic community and then 
turned them into journal entries. 
Then she enlisted Aaron Talbot and 
Amber Borotsik to create the piece. 
“Some of the writings are still there, 
but in the end 85 per cent was devel- 
oped by the actors and what they 
brought to rehearsal. It took an inter- 
esting turn during rehearsal.” 

French says she stuck to the idea 
of a journal rather than the contem- 
porary image of two people sitting at 
computers emailing erotic thoughts 
to each other. “Journal writing is so 
much more personal than an email. 
The act of writing [with a pen] is 
sensual and more permanent. You 
can’t just hit delete, you have to rip 
the pages or white out the text. It's 

mal and I wanted that. I want to 
explore the idea of non-visual eroti- 
ca, erotica from the imagination.” 

As with all ETC pieces, e(listening) 
is a work in progress. It will undergo 
several reworkings before touring or 
revisiting an Edmonton stage in 
another guise. Unlike other works 
more of text-based rather than 
movement-based work.

{HE SUEDE LOUNGE HAS SUCH DIM 
Jighting, it makes one wonder if the 
hipsters that populate it have an 
extreme love of carrots.

Interesting to note that one 
does not get lowly sparkling wine 
ere—only Champagne thank you, 
Baby Piper, Moet et Chandon and 
Dom Perignon. The cocktail list is a 
omprehensive survey of the clas- 
cs: Harvey Wallbangers, Rusty 
ails and Manhattans et al; the mar- 
bni list, a continuation thereof— 
though there doesn’t appear to be 
y classic martinis, most are of a 
uity and /or sweet juicy nature. I 
ordered the Fabulous, a spin on the 
dassic Kir Royale.

there was so much of both it and the 
cheese covering the meat that the 
robust flavours completely over 
shadowed the taste of the beef. A 
third offering, from the list of flat 
breads, was similarly disappointing 
The flatbreads, going under the 
names of Black, White, Red, Green 
and so on featured an interesting 
range of ingredients and combina- 
tions. We elected to try the White— 
pear and Gorgonzola with cracked 
pepper. This dish offered precious 
little flavour, a miraculous feat given 
the advertised pepper and 
Gorgonzola. After the industrious 
plying of the pepper grinder on the 
part of our very lovely server, and 
copious sprinklings of salt, this one 
had some taste—of salt and pepper 
that is: the gorgonzola appeared to 
be mushed in with a lesser cheese 
and the pear, while beautifully sliced 
and delicately thin, was none too 
plentiful. The chef, for all of his or 
her creativity, seems to have a prob- 
lem marrying delicacy of texture 
with flavour. While well prepared 
and beautifully presented, all the 
dishes were either too coarse in tex- 
ture for a delicate sauce or too deli- 
cate to carry more assertive flavours.
